The 
results of this parley, it was stated, 
will decide whether a strike will be 
ordered, should the unions. vote in 
favor of one. 

Strike Ballots Sent Out. 

All the ballots for the strike refer- 
endum had been sent out by noon yes- 
terday. The more distant locals will 
not receive them until Wednesday 
morning. The first move locally to- 
ward strike propaganda was announce- 
ment of parades and a mass meeting 
to be held this afternoon. 

Monday morning the announced 
wage cut and change in working condi- 
tions will take effect in the yards here 
and in certain other cities, according 
to the packers’ previous announcement. 

On Wednesday there will be a con- 
ference of all trades unions employed 
in the stockyards to consider the ques- 
tion of a sympathetic strike and sup- 
port of the Amalgamated Meat Cut- 
ters’ and Butcher Workers’ organiza- 
tion. 

Unions’ Reply to Davis. 

The réply of the unions to Secrétary 
Davis’ offer of mediation was sent yes- 
terday morning by. Secretary-Treas- 
urer Lane. It follows in part: 

“We accept your tender of service to 
work out a solution of the present, sit- 
uation brought on by the deliberate and 
arbitrary violation and repudiation by 
the ‘Big Five’ packers of the agreement 
now in existence between your depart- 
ment, our and other regular organiza- 
tions and the packers. 

“We respectfully suggest that such 
conference be held in Washington next 
Friday, March 18, as we have a con- 
ference arranged here for the 16th, 
of all trades involved.” 

Armour Issues Statement.

STILLMAN CASE 
STORY WILDS 
AND HEREDITY 


Life of Daughter Is 
Like Mother’s. 


New York, March 12.—[Special.]— 
Mrs. James A. Stillman, “ Fifi” Potter 
in the days before she married the 
head of one of the greatest banking in- 
stitutions in the United States, is fol- 
lowing the pathway trod by her mother 
in the years that are gone. It is the 
Same stage setting of divorce that 
brings her into the limelight. 

Persons close to those chiefly inter- 
ested are harking back to the first 
incident that brought the mother to 
the spotlight, and recalling the fateful 
words of “Ostler Joe,” recited by Mrs. 
James Brown Potter, and hurled back 
at her by her husband’s relatives, who 


took the recitation as an intentional in- 
sult. 
Recited at Capital Dinner. 

The verses were recited a quarter of 
a century ago at a brilliant dinner 
given by Secretary of the Navy and 
Mrs. William C. Whitney at Washing- 
ton. 

There were present wives of ambassa- 
dors, senators and cabinet members. 
Mrs. Potter suddenly arose and recfted 
Simm’s lament of a stableman whose 
wife has lapsed.

Adverse criticism of some hospitals 
to which the government has sent men 
who served with the colors for treat- 
ment culminated in a definite promise 
of prompt remedial action yesterday. 
Férmer service men now at the Oak 
Forest tuberculosis sanitarium, which 
is under the same general supervision 
as the Cook county infirmary, are soon 
: to be transferred, it was announced. 

The announcement followed a confer. 
ence between Dr. C. H. Lavinder, as- 
sistant surgeon general of the United 
States public health service, and W. 
R. McCauley, state commander of the 
American Legion. 

Will Transfer Men. 


“Mr. MacCauley reported that vet: 
erans under treatment at Oak Forest . 
are discontented, and asked that they 
be removed at once,” said Dr. Lavinder , 
last night. “I agreed to have the men | 
transferred as soon as other hospital | 
room can be provided. Mr. McCauley | 
said the Legion would find the required | 
accommodations. I am, of course, glad | 
of this offer of aid. | 

“TI believe, that Oak Forest sani- 
tarium, as a hospital, is satisfactory. | 
But reports indicate our men object 


to the ‘poor farm’ atmosphere.” 


WHAT VISITOR FOUND 


Of more than 20,000 discharged sol- | 
diers now in hospitals throughout me 
country, very nearly 2,000 are in in-| 
stitutions of this state. Almost three-, 
fourths of the latter are in hospitals | 
in or near Chicago. | 

The Oak Forest sanitarium ranks as_ 
a contract hospital, to which the gov- 
ernment has “farmed out” eighty-five 
former service men for treatment. 

The question as tq what they were 
given to eat was the first one put to’! 
the men by the reporter. Of eighteen | 
men interviewed, fourteen cémplained | 
of the food; of the remaining four, one! 
was enthusiastic in praising the fare. | 
Dr. Henry G. Wildman, in charge of. 
the tuberculosis patients, said the food | 
“might be better prepared if we had | 
more modern kitchen equipment.” 

But, as in the case of criticism made 
by some visitors, the chief grievance 
nursed by the Qak Forest men in- 
volves not the food, but the fact that 
they are kept ata poor farm. Euphem.- 
ists may refer-to regular inmates at 


Oak Forest as county wards or chrges | 


the former service men think of them 
as “paupers.” Their resentment of the 
association is so intense as to be large 
ly responsible for the apparent poor 
morale that prevails. 

“Incle Sam marched me straight 
from the trenches to a poor farm,” 
one man is rdported. to have told Mr. 
McCauley. He died two days later. 
Five Hundred Tuberculosis Patients. 

The Oak Forest sanitarium is under 
the same general supervision as the 
Cook county infirmary. Its buildings, 


however, are about one-eighth of a mile) 


from the poor farm group. It has 
about 500 tuberculosis patients. Many 
of these are county charges; others pay 
for treatment.

Then several pins are to be put in, 
the first one at 2% inches up towards 
the front from the under arm seam.

Then measure up 
towards the front, from the under arm 
seam 4% inches, and up towards the 
back from the under arm seam 3% 
inches. Pin the sleeve in smoothly 
between these two  .utside pins, first | 
pinning the seam to the 2% inch point. | 

Now the remaining part of the sleeve 
should have a fine gathering put in 
and the fullness so distributed that it) 
is not really visible anywhere. 

In basting in the under part of the 
sleeve, always hold the waist next to 
you, so as not to hurt the curve of the 
waist through that part, and in bast- 
ing in the upper part hold the sleeve 
towards you, so as to be able to ar- 
range the slight fullness properly. Al- 
Ways remember that you can easily 
make the armhole much smaller by 
careless basting or stitching, so take 
care that the size is not changed. 

After the sleeve is in and the seam 
finished, turn the seam towards the. 
shoulder of the waist across the top. 
and catch to the lining. If there is 
no lining stitch it to the waist across | 
the top for a distance of a possible 2. 
inches each side of the shoulder seam. 
This sometimes makes a gréat differ- 
ence in the setting of the sleeve there. 
If the seam is not held it sometimes 
turns in towards.the sleeve when on 
and makes the top of the sleeve stand | 
up in an ugly way. : 

A sleeve that is properly put in the 
armhole will have the seam when the 
arm hangs down at the side come di- 
rectly over the middle of the thumb, 
and a well put together sleeve wil! al- 
low the arm to turn, while hanging 
at the side, way around so that the 
palm of the hand is uppermost.

Yet it is almost true that there is but 
one bread formula—with a great num- 
Of manners and 
methods in bread making there are 
many, but for what we called raised 
wheat breads there is when terms are 
generalized but one formula. 

At the heart of all the recipes put 
forth for making this type of bread 


° there is this one fact: One cup of liquid, 


nA 


three cups of flour, some yeast — an 
ounée OF a cake for quick work and less 
for siow—and certain accessories added 
‘o these primal ingredients to give 
taste or flavor, quality or specific char- 
acter. The dough made by these quan- 
tities will give one ordinary leaf of 
bread, or about a pound. For two 
loaves we use twice these quantities 
and so forth. 

This formula sounds a little more 
exact than it really is, because flours 
vary in the amount of liquid they will 
take up, although today our white 
bread flours have been pretty nearly 
standardized, and the proportion of one 
of Hquid to three of flour is fairly de 
pendable, although the experienced 
bread maker is likely to use less and 
the inexperienced mofe flour than the 
prescribed amount. 

Sugar for Pleasantness. 

To the three-essentials are added a 
little sugar, a tablespoon usually to a 
loaf, for pleasantness, and because it is 


- a ready or ‘quick food for the yeast. 


Some shortening, usually butter, is 
added to the main ingredients of the 
formula‘ for the well known reason 
which the word shortening expresses. 
It is like sugar for pleasantness, and 
so is some salt. The savor of salt, its 
effect in bringing out flavors, is a mat- 
ter of primitive knowledge. Other in- 
gredients are added to bread for the 
sake of pleasantness, such as fruits, 
nuts, eggs, and extra amounts of sugar 
and butter and even eggs. 

When we start to put our ingredients 
together we are faced with the question 
as to what liquid to use. We usually 
take scalded milk, but excellent breads 
are made with water. We scald the 
milk and reduce it to a tepid tempera- 
ture, which is quickly done when we 
use only half milk and half water, be- 
cause cold water may be added to the 
hot milk in which it is common to melt 


the butter. 
But why should the liquid be tepid? 


Fermentation or the working of yeast 


requires a temperature of 70 or 80 or 
it will not work. A tepid temperature 
is above that, but the addition of the 
flour lowers it. It must not lower the 
temperature too much or the bread will 
not rise. 

Suppose it was brought out of a cold 
room and stirred into the tepid milk. 
It would cool the milk too much, and 
the yeast plant could not grow. There- 
fore careful recipes for bread mention 
the fact that the flour should be at room 
temperature. 


Methods of Mixing. 

In stating our formula we commonly 
put the liquid first, but people who 
begin operations by sifting flour into a 
bowl, making a well in it, and filling 
that well with the liquid might natu- 
rally state the formula thus: Three 
cups of flour, one of liquid, some yeast 
—ordinarily half a compressed yeast 
cake today, but as little as one-eighth 
will do. Some people like this method 
of mixing the liquid and flour. 

And speaking of method, we come to 
the question of the sponge method, 
which is probably the one most com- 
monly used, and the other of using all 
the flour at the start. By the sponge 
method we stir half the flour into the 
prescribed liquid, cover our bowl, put 
it in a place of uniform temperature 
away from drafts, and let the whole 
rise to double. Then we add the rest of 


the flour and knead until we get an 
elastic, smooth dough, then let it rise 
again. We cut this down, knead light- 
ly, and form into a loaf or loaves, put 
in pan, let rise to about double, and 
bake. But much detai] has been worked 
out in all this operation which elabo- 
rate bread recipes describe. A bread 
of finer grain is generally secured by 
the sponge method. 


‘For what I consider a good reason, 
I am trying here to emphasize the idea 
that the thing to keep in mind at the 
start is that in the three fundamentals 
all bread making recipes are the same. 
The first two ingredients are the flour 
and the liquid, then yeast in a reason- 
able amount. The young cook who will 
keep this in mind will avoid confused 
ideas on the subject of the making of 
any variety of bread. When she gets 
skill into her fingers and palms she 
can safely undertake to vary this 
recipe by incidental additions up to 
the making of quite an endless variety 
of breads. 


Avoid the Indirect Recipe. 


Recently I received a recipe for a 
variety of bread that purported to be 
rare, unique, special, original, and so 
forth. The formula had been twisted 
and obscured to a degree to make it un- 
recognizable as to the bases. Two of 
the tncidental ingredients had been 
mentioned first, and separated from the 
rest by a period. This was like men- 
tioning the trimmings of the gown and 
getting them before the material for 
the dress. If a formula is good it may 
be twisted in its statement, although 
it is a foolish waste for the one who 
wants to use _ it to have to untangle it, 
but when thé formula is thus tangled 
the directions are likely to be hopeless, 
or hopelessly inadequate, as they were 
in the recipe in question. 

It is a queer thing that the inex- 


perienced cook often seems to find a 


confused recipe more interesting or 
approachable than a sound and direct 
one. A recipe for bread in which sugar 
is the first thing mentioned seems to be 
highly attractive, although the call is 
for but one tablespoon of sugar and 
about one hundred tablespoons of 
flour or six cups of flour. 

It*is the flour that we must think 
about. It must be wet. It must be 
worked. It may be seasoned with salt 
and sugar and shortened, and usually 
is. We add yeast to lighten the sodden 
quality that wet flour has. The yeast 
fills the mass full of bubbles which we 
must work out in part by cutting and 
kneading, and dirtribute in smaller 
parts.

tried to bake a bread sponge. But 
there are right ways and wrong ways, 
heavy hands and light ones, and partic- 
ularly experienced hands and inexperi- 
enced hands; therefore, loaves of bread 
made by identically the same formula 
will vary in quality or have as many 
different qualities as there are dif- 
ferent hands. 


And baking makes other differenccs. 
I have seen twenty loaves of bread 
made by twenty diffe.ent girls In a 
cooking class, all after the one formula, 
with the same incidental additions, and 


‘yet no two of them were alike and be- 


tween certain ones there were wice 
differences. 

Yet amateur cooks are always look- 
ing for some empiric rule for bread 
making. Amateur cooks are also look- 
ing for a recipe for gitten bread or 
graham bread or oc*ten bread or rye 
bread. They are not l’kely to tell tae 
one of whom they are seeking whether 


,sthey can make plain white bread or 


not. There is no two plus two makes 
four sort of recipe for making bread 
and breads. There are no bread mak- 
ing recipes that can be used without 
an exercise of judgment, and ail 
kneaded breads require considerable 
skill, and all batter breads some little 
skill. 

Laying down :a law can go all the 
way in telling any one what to put in 


bread, but telling goes only a short 
way when it comes to a question of 
how to make the bread. Art is long. 
The man who works with marble has 
but one material and his different tools 
to work with. 

To imagine that the amateur or the 
inexperienced can make a bread of 
perfect grain and,texture is as unrea 
sonable as to imagine that a person 
who never touched a piano could sit 
down and offhand play a Beethoven 
sonata or a Chopin polonaise. For an 
amateur to begin her bread making 
with some highly specific variety like 
gluten bread is cruel in more than 
one sense. 


Yeast Test Unnecessary. 


But it is simple to begin with one 
cup of milk scalded and reduced to a 
tepid temperature with some butter 
melted in it. At the same time have 
dissolving a cake or half a cake of 
yeast in a little tepid water. A bit of 
sugar may be added to that water as a 
test, but it is not necessary to wait 
until the mixture bubbles, unless you 
are doubtful about the life of the 
yeast cake, and modern yeast cakes are 
rather highly dependable. Note that 
if you use much water in dissolving 
the yeast cake you must add flour to 
take it up, and you can reckon on the 
dough proportion of three of flour to 
one of liquid. If you use a smal) bot- 


tomed cup one tablespoon of water may 
cover the cake, but some people use 
a half cup of water, or eight table- 
spoons. Only three more tablespoons 
of flour would be needed in one case 
and twenty-four more, or a cup and a 
ha’., in the other case. 


Some people prefer to state the for- 
nula thus: Threefourths cup of 
liquid, three cups of flour, one-fourth 
of a yeast cake dissolved in one-fourth 
cup of lukewarm liquid, one teaspoon 
salt, one tablespoon sugar, one table- 
spoon of butter. 

A fireless cooker is an excellent thing 
in which to set a sponge or a dough 
to rise. Remember that for the sponge 
you use half the flour only, and when 
you are making a number of loaves in 
one batch even half the flour is worth 
saving should a sponge fall. 


When a sponge is not set, one-half 
the flour is first beaten into the luke- 
warm liquid, which includes the soft- 
ened or dissolved yeast. ‘“ Beat thor- 
oughly,” is one of the directions for 
this. Then the rest of the flour in 
small portions is worked into tthe 
dough, which soon becomes too stiff to 
stir, and it is then kneaded on a 
floured board, the flour being constant- 
ly renewed as it is taken up until the 
dough is so elastic that it may be 
worked on an unfloured board without 
sticking.

' Some people allow this dough to rise 
until a little more than ‘double, then 
they make it into loaves and let them 
rise until a light touch with the finger 
makes a slight dent. Butter is rubbed 


over the surface of the dough put to 
rise, and again over the loaf when it 
is set, to keep a crust from forming, 
but this forms because of evaporation. 
If the loaves are covered close with a 
cloth this will not form. Some rather 
ugly crusts are being baked nowadays 
because of too much greasing. 

A pound loaf of bread requires about 
an hour to bake in what we call an or- 
dinary oven, or three-quarters of an 
hour in a rather precise oven of 400 
degrees, or 6 degrees below that. 

It is more than worth while for an 
amateur cook to take some booklet 
like farmers’ bulletin 807, which is 
obtainable of the office of information 
of the United States department of ag- 
riculture, Washington, D. C., and study 
it thoroughly. This one contains twen- 
ty-five pages. It gives’ valuable in- 
formation about all the ingredients 
used in bread, describes the utensils

Christian Herald 
Church Census for 


1920 Shows Gains 
By the Rev. Gardner Mac Whorter 


HE churches of the United States 
made a net gain of 667,000 mem- 
bers during 1920, according to a 
church census compiled by Dr. 
H. K. Carroll of Plainfield, N. J. and 
published in the Christian Herald of 
Mareh 12. Dr. Carroll compiled the 
first complete official census of re- 
ligions in- the United States, and for 
several years has compiled an annua! 
census showing the progress of the 
churches for the Christian Herald. 
“The Churches of America in 1919 
were in the slough of despond,” Dr. 
Carroll says. “In 1920 they are again 
on the hills of progress. ‘ 
“The rally from the heavy decreases 


in communicants which marked the 
returns of mos of the church in 1919 
to bounding increases, indicates an 
evangelistic and parish activity of 
most hopeful import. The corrected 
returns of 1919, however, are now 
seen to show a net gain of all the de- 
nominations of less than 44,000—the 
smallest gain for the enormous de- 
nominational equipments of the Unit- 
ed States, ever known. 

“There has been an immense leap 
in membership during the last year, 


‘showing gains from 44,000 to 667,000. 


How was this accomplished? It is 
evident that the setback of 1919 
aroused the churches, and the cam- 
paign for souls succeeded the carm- 
paign for money. Is there a connec- 
tion between the two, and if so, what 
is it? 

“The result comes from great par- 


ish activity, for the public has heard 
| little of tabernacle evangelism in the 


last year. With every pastor doing 
his duty in gathering in converts, the 
result must be great.” 


This week is being observed as Re- 
ligious Book week. Attention is being 
called to religious books and to the 
desirability of having such in the 
home. There are homes which have. 
almost no books. But the great ma- 
jority have at least a few. Among 
those few should be some of a re- 
ligious character. The cost of a good 
book is not more than is paid for a 
good lecture ticket or for two pounds 
of candy. And the. book remains a 
valued possession to be read not once 
but several times. On books of this 
kind great souls have been nourished. 
Rooks of the first value have been 
spiritual food and drink. Whenever 
the stery of any great man is told, 
there is certain to be mention of a 
few books which helped to shape his 
character: It makes a difference what 


is read.—The Baptist.

an open window. A symbol of de- 
moralizing influences, that open win- 
dow. In through it comes a nice 
strange boy, who promptly arranges 
| to stay all night on the parlor sofa, in 
case the supposed rebbers come back. 

When papa and mamma come home 
from the country at 2 a.’m. the daugh- 
ter is asleep in the strange young 
man’s arms. Again the plot is all over 
the house instead of on the stage, 
where, in well bred plays, it should 
be. The doctrine of the open window 
stalks the alsles. 

+ Romance is always a dangerous 
quality. Broadway, until *this last 
week, has not been menaced by it. It 
has had plenty of plays wherein the 
figures go through the motions, but 
not the mists of romantic adventure. 
Somehow the playwrights find it easter 
to go through motions than mists. The 
misty quality of style is impenetrable 
to the impenetrable brains. 

It is useless to try to remember the 
exact route which you have traveled 
with Miss Kummer and the others who 
can write a little bit more than words. 
All you can tell of the experience of 
a Kummer play after it is over is that 
you followed her delighted, though you 
could not “ follow” her at all. 

The Kummer actors have not been 
named atall. You forget their person- 
alities. Rather they have none but 
Miss Kummer’s to remember. That 
fact is part of the Kummer plot. (You 


remember it is not in her plays?) She 
is creating a school of acting to go 
with her school of manners. 

The girl of the plays is a new crea- 
ture of gorgeous eyes and white skin, 
who has been modeled into a tractable 
image of Lola Fisher of the first Kum- 
mer play, “ Good Gracious Annabelle.” 
The boy is a Kummer boy. The whole 
acheme of underacting is Miss Kum- 
mer’s and a new note on the Amert- 
can stage. 

It is no part of the Kummer plot to 
be sensational about the Kummer @n- 
archies. Why, she may have asked 
herself, should I throw bombs into 
Broadway when I can destroy it so 
much better by* throwing bouquets? 

A redskin has bit the dust of the 
Metropolitan opera house. An unac- 
countable giddy callowness seized the 
opera management of the respectable 
old institution, and this week they 
staged a new opera with a new Ameri- 
can Indian as interpreter. The opera 
is Karel Weis’ “The Polish Jew,” 
based on the piece of Erckmann-Chat- 
rain fiction from which was drawn 
“The Bells,” Henry Irving to 
act to the gallery. The I is 
Chief Cauplican of a Chilean tribe.

The composer had encyclopedia train- 
ing in Wagnerian leit-motif construc- 
tion, and sat him down to confect a 
suitable tonal contraption for the dra- 
matic theme. 

You can put your finger on no 
beauty anywhere in the score, on dust 
everywhere. Big Cauplican bit the 
dust courageously and spat it out 
again tonelessly. He comported him- 
self in a very Carlisle manner, and 
bitterly disappointed boxes and boxes 
full of debutantes who arrived pale 
and trembling for hoped for horrors.

ID you ever hear of any one who 
actually obtained something for 
nothing? Did he get it without 
the expenditure of a single thing 

which was valuable? If you have, 
write to this department immediately, 
because such a thing has never hap- 
pened before in the whole history of 
the world. ,Jt simply isn’t done that 
way.

You step-on a train, find a seat, set- 
tle down for your journey, look out of 
the window. The train starts, speeds 
along, mile after mile. You open the 
window for a breath of air and a puff 
of smoke comes in. The journey, the 
speed, the rush of air, the smoke, all 
are absolutely, dependent on the sun. 

As you close your throat against the 
smoke, rernember that at one time is 
was sunbeams which mixed with 
earthly carbon to make coal. The 
train is moved by the energy from the 
burning coal, and the coal has energy 
because the sun put it there. Coal is 
found in many parts of the earth, but 
man must expend energy to carry it 
té the place where it is to be burned. 
There is more energy in the coal than 
man expended to dig it out and, there-

fore, the coal is valuable. 

Do you realize that if the sun were 
blotted out the earth would be dead in 
a week?

The cool of dawn would be there, but 
with no sun to make the day the cool 
would deepen to a chill, until what 
wold have been the day would be a 
showery night. A cold rain would fall 
ua» tie evening came on, becoming 
snow.

Car owners should be careful in one 
respect, and that is in making a 
change of color of top or upholstery, 
the interior trim, door linings, kick 
pads, pockets, etc., must be changed 
to harmonize with the new shade. In 
connection with the upholstery it is 
worth noting that there are a number 
of combinations to choose from as well 
as solid colors. Of course, Spanish 
leather of the best grade is wunap- 
proachable for this purpose, and split 
leather in the better grades is very 
serviceable and attractive. Imitation 
leathers are next best; in fact, they are 
very much superior to a poor grade of 
leather. 

In conclusion, let me emphasize that 
in top replacement the very best costs 
so little more than the poorest and yet 
gives many times the service that only 
the best should be considered. Patron- 
ize a well established and reliable top 
maker, or if you are going to do the 
work yourself, buy a ready made top 
of a well known material. There is 
never any real saving in trying to cut 
down the first cost.
